Cafe customers 
allowed to pay 
what they want 

WE’VE all felt like not paying after 
having a really bad meal. 

But now a cafe has told customers 
they can pay whatever they want all 
the time. 

Naomi Perkins, who opened 
Naomi’s Cafe in Bridge Street, 
Banbury, in September, said she 
wanted to see what her customers 
would pay. 

For the past three weeks the cafe 
has adopted a ‘donation’ policy and 
while some might query the business 
model, Miss Perkins said she has 
found a “goodness in humanity”. 

The 29-year-old said the quirky 
gimmick - which sees customers 
anonymously put their chosen 
payment into a cash box - has been a 
talking point for the new business and 
has so far worked. 

“The characters and reactions you 
get are priceless,” she said.

“We have found it has worked out 
about right. Some days we are over 
and some days we are under - people 
know what to pay really. 

“Some people will pay 50p for a full 
meal and then I have had others who 
have asked if we get homeless people 
in and have paid an extra £10 to cover 
their meals.” 

Explaining her reason for opening 
the cafe last September, she said: “I 


wanted to make significant changes in 
my life; I wanted to do something 
completely unrelated to my job in 
telemarketing. 

“Banbury has a great range of very 
diverse groups of people and I wanted 
to have a range of high quality 
products and be open for everyone.” 

The cafe hosts events with open 
mic nights and exhibitions to help 
bring in a variety of customers.

RESIDENTS can apply for a share of 
£2.4m to help reduce their energy 
bills. 

Cherwell District Council has released a 
list of streets that it has said are eligible for a 
grant towards insulating homes. 

It will give one household up to £10,800 
towards fully insulating their property. 

And a further 580 families could receive 
up to £6,000 as part of the project. 

Earlier this year, the council was one of 
14 authorities across the country given 
money as part of the Green Deal 
Communities Project fund. 

Residents now have just over a week to 
apply for a share of the cash. 

The council will assess each property to 
see if it is suitable for the insulation. 

Tony llott, Cherwell District Council's lead 
member for clean and green services, said: 
"It is important we all try to reduce our 
carbon footprint, not just to help the 
environment but to help our wallets. 

"A major way of reducing that is to install 
energy efficient measures but we appreciate

that although it generates long-term financial 
benefits, the initial outlay can be expensive." 

The one household to receive the 
maximum grant of £10,800 to fully insulate 
their home will have to pay up to 10 per 
cent towards the total cost of the work and 
agree to act as a show home up to six times 
during six months. 

Those receiving a smaller grant will be 
required to contribute about a third of the 
cost of insulation. 

Mr llott added: "By offering this grant we 
are giving eligible properties the chance to 
ease that initial burden with a substantial 
contribution towards the work." 

The council has assessed properties and 
named eligible streets, which include all 
terraced houses with solid walls that are 
typically more costly to insulate. 

Applications can be made from properties 
on Albert Street, Britannia Road, Broad 
Street, Castle Street, Gatteridge Street, 


Grosvenor Road, Grove Street, Marlborough 
Place, Marlborough Road, Newland Place, 
Prospect Road, Warwick Road. 

A decision will then be made on each 
application for a grant, following a Green 
Deal Assessment to ensure insulation is 
achievable and certain criteria are met. 

Applications must be made before Friday, 
January 16, at greendealcommunities.org.uk

SSNAP will be holding the 
day of fundraising, known as 
Finn ley's Day, to mark the 
birthday of Finnley Froude, who 
died at just four months old in 
the John Radcliffe Hospital in 
2010 after being born very 
premature, weighing 1 lb 4oz. 

In its first four years, the 
event has raised £61,474.13 
for intensive and special care 
baby units in hospitals.

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■ Hotel Watch launched in Cherwell after Operation Bullfinch 

Hoteliers team up with 
police to tackle abuse 


HOTELS and police are to hold 
regular meetings to tackle issues 
like child sexual exploitation 
under a new scheme. 

It is hoped the North Oxfordshire 
Hotel Watch scheme - with 
meetings every three months - will 
be rolled out across the county. 

It comes after budget hotel 
Nanford Guest House, in Iffley 
Road, Oxford, was used by a gang 
which abused girls as young as 11. 

Thames Valley Police's Operation 
Bullfinch led to jail sentences 
totalling 95 years for grooming, 
drugging and abusing vulnerable 
girls in May 2013. 

Among the 25 hotels in the 
Cherwell district that has signed up 
is Banbury's Avonlea Guest House. 

Manager Debbie Whitford said: 
"It's really about having a point of 
contact with the police. 

"It means we can all keep an eye 
on things and clamp down on any 
concerns we have. 

"It will be good to be open with 
the police and with each other 
about what is going on, the sort of 
people coming in and what to look 
out for." 

Miss Whitford said: "We had a 
seminar earlier in the year with the 
police about child sexual 
exploitation after Operation 
Bullfinch. 

"I think after Bullfinch most of my

colleagues would be very wary of 
exploitation and would pick up on it 
very quickly." 

She added: "What we have been 
doing up to now is just myself and 
six other B&Bs getting together over 
the last few years for lunch every 
few weeks. 

"If we've had troublesome guests 
who had made a real mess of a 
room or left without paying, then we 
can say 'Watch out for this person, 
they are not welcome' so other 
people don't have the same 
problems." 

Police Inspector Katrina Hibbert 
said: "My hope is that Hotel Watch 
will help us to build closer 
relationships with the hotel industry, 
which will help to identify offences 
and, most importantly, protect 
vulnerable people." 

Cherwell and West Oxfordshire 
area commander Supt Kath Lowe 
added: "Hotel Watch is a great idea. 

"Not only will it allow us to work 
more closely with hoteliers, but it 
could also disrupt offending and 
prevent child sexual exploitation in 
our area. 

"If Hotel Watch works well in 
Cherwell, I would like to see it 
rolled out to West Oxfordshire and 
potentially beyond."

Abuse case 
gets go-ahead 

■ SEVEN people who were 
due to go on trial on Monday 
at Oxford Crown Court - 
accused of sexually abusing 
girls - had their case 
adjourned until today. Ahmed 
Hassan-Sule, 20, of 
Glyndebourne Gardens; Said 
Saleh, 20, of Orchard Way; 
Mohamed Saleh, 21, of 
Orchard Way; Takudzwa 
Hova, 21, of Broughton 
Road; Kagiso Manase, 20, of 
Warwick Road, and 
Alexandru Nae, 19, of 
Broome Way, all deny a 
range of sexual offences. 

They were charged alongside 
a 17-year-old who cannot be 
named for legal reasons. 

Their trial was delayed 
because two barristers were 
unable to attend due to 
illnesses. 

Case delayed 

■ A MAN accused of 
inflicting grievous bodily 
harm has had his case 
adjourned until the end of 
the month. Thomas 
McLaughlin, of Prescott 
Close, Banbury, did not 
attend a plea hearing on 
Friday at Oxford Crown 
Court. He is alleged to have 
assaulted Jack Jackson on 
May 5 this year and is now 
due to appear at the court on 
January 20 next year. 


Take That pop singer 
marries his long-time 
girlfriend in Banbury 


TAKE That star Howard Donald 
married his long-term girlfriend 
Katie Halil at 1 7th Century 
House Aynhoe Park, near 
Banbury. 

According to the Daily Mirror , 
the 46-year-old pop star, 
pictured below , was joined by 
bandmates Gary Barlow, Mark 
Owen and former Take That 
member Jason Orange for the 
wedding last Friday. 

A spokesman for the band 
confirmed that Mr Donald got 
married in a "private ceremony". 

A spokeswoman from Aynhoe 
Park said: "We don't discuss 
events unless the client has 
asked us to do so. They have 
not." 



The Cartright Hotel, opposite 
the 250-acre country house 
estate, also refused to comment 
on whether they had guests from 
the wedding. 

Aynhoe Park previously 
played host to the much- 
publicised celebrity wedding of 
jade Jagger and DJ Adrian Fillery 
in 2012. 

Jade's father, Rolling Stones 
frontman Mick Jagger, attended 
the wedding in a bright purple- 
striped suit. 

Mr Donald met illustrator 
Katie Halil in 2008 while Take 
That were recording a Christmas 
advert for Marks & Spencer and 
began dating in 2010. 

Since then the couple have 
kept a relatively low profile. 

Mrs Halil previously worked 
on advertisement campaigns for 
Virgin Atlantic, Virgin Media and 
Coca-Cola before becoming a 
full-time illustrator. 

Mr Donald is a father-of-two 
daughters from two other 
relationships. 

His daughter, Grace, was born 
in 1999 and his youngest, Lola, 
was born in 2005.

■ Plant will divert 95% of waste from landfill 


New incinerator 
now at full burn 


WORK on the £200m waste 
incinerator plant in Ardley has 
now finished. 

The facility is expected to process 
300,000 tonnes of residential waste 
every year - enough to power 
38,000 homes, according toViridor, 
the waste firm managing the site. 

Construction started in 2011 and 
the plant first received waste 
deliveries in June last year before 
exporting electricity for the first time 
to the National Grid a month later. 

Now the site is fully operational, 
Viridor predicts the plant will divert 
about 95 per cent of Oxfordshire's 
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residential waste away from landfill 
disposal. 

ClIr David Nimmo Smith, cabinet 
member for environment at 
Oxfordshire County Council, said: 

"I am delighted that the facility is 
completed and treating our waste. 

"Oxfordshire is the best county 
council in the country at recycling 
and composting, and this new 
facility will generate electricity from 
the waste that is not recycled. 

"Oxfordshire County Council 
places a great deal of importance in 


using waste in an environmentally 
viable way." 

Viridor regional manager Paul 
Rowland said: "Thanks to everyone's 
hard work and determination, our 
time spent without lost-time 
accidents has enabled us to put 
£18,000 back into the local 
community through donations to 
charitable projects and schools. 

"All of this has only been 
possible with everyone working 
together in partnership, and it's a 
proud moment for us all as we start 
full operations of a world-class 
facility for Oxfordshire." 


Development 
blueprint in 
its final stage 

A FINAL decision on whether to approve 
plans for thousands of new homes in North 
Oxfordshire will be announced in the 
spring. 

Cherwell District Council’s local plan 
outlines sites for 22,800 homes and 235.4 
hectares for employment from 2011 to 2031. 

It has been 
considered by the 
Planning 
Inspectorate’s 
Nigel Payne, who 
took evidence 
from councils and 
groups such as 
English Nature. 

If approved, the 
76,000-page 
document will be 
effective in spring. 

The council hopes that by setting out 
where major development will go, it will 
have stronger legal reasons to refuse plans 
for land not in the local plan. 

Cherwell’s lead member for planning Cllr 
Michael Gibbard, pictured, said: “It has 
taken 10 years, numerous officers and 
thousands of man hours to get the 
submitted local plan to this stage, but we 
are finally on the home straight.”

Employees of Topiarus 
Horticulture in Chipping 
Norton tidied up the garden 
at the town's Henry Cornish 
Care Centre before Christmas.

Luciano Thomas, family 
liaison co-ordinator at the 
Orders of St John Care Trust, 
which owns the care home, 
said: "They were extremely 
polite and hard-working. 

"At this time of year it isn't 
easy to make a garden look 
much but ours certainly looks 
better." 


Henry Cornish Care 
Centre, in Rockhill Farm 
Court, is registered for 36 
residents and provides 
residential and respite care 
for older people. 

Its landscaped grounds 
have features specially 
designed for older people, 
including different areas of 
seating, raised planters and 
flower beds, as well as a 
summer house for shade. 

Care centre manager 
Natalya James added: "I 
would like to extend a huge 
thank you to the team for 
coming to us to tidy up the 
garden. 

"The garden was looking 
very sad and their efforts have 
cheered it up beautifully for 
all the residents to enjoy."

REPTILE and amphibian 
sightings in Oxfordshire are 
being sought for a new county 
atlas. 

Oxfordshire Amphibian and 
Reptile Group (OxARG) wants to 
produce the new herpetological 
guide. 

It will be the first published 
since Oxfordshire Biological 
Records Centre published Atlas 
for Reptiles and Amphibians by J 
Coldrey and JM Campbell in 
1983. 

Rod D'Ayala, of OxARG, said: 
"Reptiles and amphibians are 
generally under-recorded. 

"We know some species are 
still common and widespread, 
like the common frog, while 
others are genuinely rare, like 
the adder. 

"Probably all species are not as 
common as they used to be, and 
in this respect reptiles and 
amphibians are no different from

many other species in the 
county. 

"It has always been the 
intention of OxARG to update 
information, and 31 years after 
the first atlas it is time for a 
second." 

He said all sightings of 
creatures would be useful, 
whether from nature reserves or 
gardens. 

He added: "For sites where we 
have records we would 
welcome updates to confirm that 
species are still present or are no 
longer present. Negative records 
are just as valuable as positive 
records."

Residents urged to 
recycle more waste 


ABOUT a quarter of household 
waste going to landfill in North 
Oxfordshire could be recycled, 
council bosses have said. 

A Cherwell District Council 
manager said about 57 per cent 
of waste is recycled in a year 
but this figure could potentially 
be as high as 80 per cent if 
residents were more eco- 
conscious. 

Head of environmental 
services Ed Potter said residents 
are putting too much rubbish in 
their green bins for general 
waste, with an estimated 12,000 
tonnes going to landfill a year 
that could be recycled. This 
includes 1,000 tonnes of glass, 
4,000 tonnes of 'dry' recyclables 
and 7,000 tonnes of food waste. 

In a report to the council's 


executive, Mr Potter said: "The 
challenge over the next few 
years is to develop and 
implement successful strategies 
to divert as much as possible of 
this 12,000 tonnes into the food 
waste bins, the dry recycling 
bins and bring banks [for glass]. 

"If half this waste could be 
diverted then the cost of the 
service could be reduced by a 
further £180,000 a year. 

"Persuading those residents 
who are still reluctant to recycle 
much and encouraging residents 
to recycle even more of their 
waste will be difficult." 

Mr Potter said that through 
communication to residents, it 
should be possible to boost the 
recycling rate beyond 60 per 
cent over the next three years.

Scheme to reduce A&E 
pressures 'under-used' 


A SERVICE that could cut the 
number of people going to 
accident and emergency is being 
under-used, it is claimed. 

The Oxfordshire County Council- 
funded reablement service - supporting 
patients to live in their own homes - is 
missing its target by 25 per cent, a 
council report said. 

In it, the local authority's director of 
adult services, John Jackson, said that if 
more people being treated in the 
community were referred - especially 
by their GPs - to the scheme, it would 
help reduce emergency admissions to 
hospital. 

Huge pressure on A&E has led to 
Oxford University Hospitals NHS Trust 
struggling to hit waiting-time targets. 

But Mr Jackson added if enough 
people did start using the service there 
still might not be the staff to 
accommodate them all. 

He said: "Ensuring sufficient staff to 
deliver the care would be a challenge 
with the high level of employment in 
Oxfordshire and the known workforce 
challenges in the health and social care 
sector". 

The report also said in other areas

the service had met its targets, and 100 
per cent of patients surveyed said they 
were likely to recommend the service 
to friends and family. 

The local authority awarded the 
reablement contract to Oxford Health 
NHS Foundation Trust in 2011, which 
will run it until September next year. 

In the 12 months to September 2014, 
2,820 people received the service - 
1,955 of whom had been in hospital 
and 865 were already being treated in 
their own homes. 

The Department of Health's target is 
for a total of 3,750 to use the service 
and for half of those to come from 
hospitals and half from the community. 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said 
the patient feedback on the reablement 
service is positive, but it was 
disappointing more people were not 
referred. 

He said: "We need to know why 
hospitals and GPs are not referring 
the numbers expected, and to 
improve the take-up, because 
this is vital both for patients' 


recovery and to cut the number of 
people in hospital or at A&E who don't 
need to be there." 

In October last year it was 
reported that the 
reablement service is one 
of the ways the NHS 
hoped to eliminate 
bed-blocking in 
Oxfordshire within 
two years. 

In June 2012 it was 
reported 

that the service had 
47 staff vacancies 
out of 110 full and 
part-time Jobs. 

In the report Mr 
Jackson said: 

"Reablement is a short 
and intensive service, 
usually delivered 
in the home, 
which is 


offered to people with disabilities and 
those who are frail or recovering from 
an illness or injury. 

"The effectiveness of the 
reablement service is 
good - about 55 per 
cent of people going 
through the 
reablement 
service need no 
care at the end 
and of the rest 
some have 
reduced care 
needs."

Few foulers are fined 


JUST one person has been taken to 
court and 14 others fined for dog 
fouling in Cherwell in the past 
three-and-a-half years, new figures 
show. 

A survey by the Banbury Cake found 
that across Oxfordshire, the total 
number of people receiving fixed 
penalty notices (FPNs) since April 2011 
is only 84, bringing in a total of £4,025 
in fines. 

And just two people have been taken 
to court in the county during that time, 

Both prosecutions were successful 
and resulted in the local authorities 
receiving £200 court costs on each 
occasion. 

Councils and dog walkers say the 
low number of fines demonstrate the 
difficulty in catching owners in the act 
but others argue more wardens need to 
be out on patrol. Handing out £50 
fines for dog fouling is one of the 
responsibilities of street wardens. 

Cherwell District Council - which has 
six wardens - took one owner to court in 
2011/12 and also gave out 14 fines in the 
past three-and-half years, which have 
brought in £650. 

Spokesman Tony Ecclestone said: 
"Cherwell is keen to hear from 
members of the publ ic who see dog

fouling offences and are prepared to act 
as witnesses in any action that the 
council may take." 


Dog owners are legally responsible 
for cleaning up after their pet and face 
fines or costs of up to £1,000 at court. 

Being unaware a dog has fouled or 
not having a way of cleaning it up is 
not a reasonable excuse. 


Five people have received a £50 fine 
from West Oxfordshire District Council 
- which has nine street wardens - since 
April 2011. 

Spokeswoman Sara Long said: "Our 
officers carry out regular patrols to act 


as a deterrent, and sometimes approach 
dog walkers to ensure they pick up after 
their dog and raise awareness of the 
importance of doing this." 

Eynsham Youth FC under-1 Is 
manager and dog owner Robbie 
Watson said football clubs all over the 
county have problems with dog mess. 

He said: "I'm not surprised only 84 
people have been fined, because you 
don't see dog wardens about, so people 
think they can get away with it." 

Oxford City Council has fined 52 
people since April 2011, including nine 
last year, with a total of £2,245 
collected, and took one person to court 
in 2012/13. 

Spokesman Chofamba Sithole said 
eight wardens "regularly patrol and 
issue FPNs" of £80 and the public can 
report fouling. He said: "If we attend a 
site we are highly visible and that in 
itself is a deterrent." 

Vale of White Horse District Council 
has seven staff to give out £50 fines. 

A total 13 have been given since 
2011, seeing it collect £500. 

A spokesman said: "When 
complaints about dog fouling are 
received, where possible officers patrol 
the affected area and give advice to dog 
walkers. We also provide warning signs 
to encourage picking up."

Last chance for 
say on big cuts 


OXFORDSHIRE residents have 
until tomorrow (Friday) to give 
their views on the county 
council's budget for the coming 
year. 

On December 8, the authority 
unveiled plans for further cuts of 
£20m to services over the next four 
years - on top of £64m savings 
previously announced in 2013. 

Proposals included axeing an extra 
£9.2m from adult social care and 
another £3m from services for 
children and families, including the

council's early intervention service. 

That is on top of cuts announced 
in 2013 of £7.1 m to adult social 
care and £6m to children's services, 
which is separate from children's 
social care. 

A public consultation on the 
proposals is open until 11.59pm 
tomorrow. 

When the cuts were announced, 
Oxfordshire County Council leader 
Ian Hudspeth said the large-scale 


cuts were required partly because it 
could not raise council tax without 
a referendum. 

He added: "We have a legal 
responsibility to provide this care 
and we willingly provide it. 

"However, the rising cost 
regrettably means other services 
valued by the majority of residents, 
such as roads and public transport, 
are being squeezed." 

The council will meet to vote on 
the proposals next month.

Does being brought up on a farm 
near Brighton help with the 
farmyard theme? 

"Yes, I think it was my father's 
proudest moment last year watching 
his son on stage milking a fake cow 
while wearing a dress," he says 
laughing, "Especially as he's a dairy 
farmer." 

As a professional magician, JJ also 
has lots of tricks up his sleeve for 
the show. Specialising in close-up 


magic rather than stage illusions, he 
says he's "more moody David Blaine 
than happy Paul Daniels," before 
adding: "so you'll need to keep your 
wits about you".

BIRDMAN (15, 119 mins)

A ccording to Konstantin 
Stanislavski and Lee 
Strasberg, two founding 
fathers of method acting, the best 
performers possess the rare ability 
to channel deeply personal 
recollections and emotions through 
their characters. 

These actors don't just play a role 
as written, they share every breath 
and straining sinew with their alter 
ego. 

In Birdman, Michael Keaton 
inhabits the role of a middle-aged 
Hollywood star whose glory days as 
a big screen superhero are long 
behind him. 

It's the role of a lifetime for 
Keaton, nodding and winking to his 
two stints behind Batman's cowl 
under director Tim Burton in the 
late 1980s and early 1990s. 

Art and real life playfully blur in 
Alejandro Gonzalez Inarritu 1 s 
technically dazzling comedy, 
which was shot on location in New 
York. 

In one of the film's bravura 
handheld sequences, Keaton strides 
purposefully through crowded, 
neon-lit Times Square in just his 
underpants as tourists clamour with 
their mobile devices. 

Literally and figuratively, he bares 
his soul. 

Inarritu and cinematographer 
Emmanuel Lubezki, who deservedly 
won an Oscar for sci-fi thriller 


Gravity, meticulously splice together 
each interlude to resemble a single, 
unbroken 119-minute shot. 

If you look closely, you can see 
the joins but, as a feat of split- 
second timing, balletic 
choreography and directorial brio, 
Birdman is jaw-dropping - right 
down to the moment the camera 
casually pans to a drummer on the 
street playing the same beats and 
rolls of Antonio Sanchez's 
improvised jazz score. 

Riggan Thomson (Keaton) rose to 
fame playing a superhero called 
Birdman in three blockbuster films. 

Twenty years later, he 
masterminds a comeback with 
nervy producer Jake (Zach 
Galifianakis) by directing, writing 
and starring in a Broadway 
production of Raymond Carver's 
short story What We Talk About 
When We Talk About Love. 

As opening night approaches and 
revered critics including Tabitha 
Dickinson (Lindsay Duncan) 
prepare to deliver their waspish 
verdict, petty squabbles between 
Riggan and his cast - popular 
Broadway star Mike Shiner (Edward 
Norton), leading lady Lesley (Naomi 
Watts) and current squeeze Laura 
(Andrea Riseborough) - threaten to 
derail the vanity project.

Injured FI driver 
still unconscious 


FORMULA One driver Jules 
Bianchi is still unconscious after a 
crash in October, his family said. 

The 25-year-old Frenchman’s car 
aquaplaned off the wet track 
while driving for the former 
Banbury-based team Marussia in 
the Japanese Grand Prix. 

He crashed into the back of a 
tractor that had been towing away 
a stranded car and suffered a 
severe injury to his brain. 

His parents, Philippe and 
Christine, said 2014 had been a 
difficult year for the family and 
that there had been little change 
in his condition. 

In a statement they said: “It was 


a significant and very comforting 
step for us to be able to bring 
Jules home to France [in 
November] to continue his 
rehabilitation surrounded by his 
family and friends. 

“Since that time, Jules has 
received the very best treatment 
in the Intensive Care Unit of Le 
Centre Hospitalier Universitaire de 
Nice (CHU) and now at the CHU’s 
rehabilitation centre for this kind 
of trauma. 

“Jules’s neurological status 
remains unchanged. He is 
unconscious but able to breathe 
unaided. While there is no 
significant information to report, 


we take a great deal of comfort 
from the fact that Jules continues 
to fight, as we knew he would, 
and this has enabled the medical 
professionals caring for him to 
commence the planned, but very 
painstaking, programme of 
rehabilitation.” 

They added: “We would like to 
acknowledge once again the 
overwhelming warmth and 
affection shown towards our son.” 

Marussia ceased trading in 
November after administrators 
were called in.
